For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1985, there has been appropriated 
by Congress or allocated by the President from emergency funds a total of 
$1,005,757,281 to be expended under the direction of the War and Navy De 
partments, and Coust Guard, 

Included in the total are the regular appropriations for maintenance of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, ship construction money, 
funds for construction at Navy shore stations and Army posts, pay of Regular 
personnel, funds for maintenance of the Civilian Conservation Corps pay of 
the Army Reserve and Naval Reserve officers and enrollees of the CCC, and 
funds for rivers and harbors and flood control projects under the Army Corps 
of Engineers. The funds have been appropriated or allocated as follows :

The Army promotion bill passed by

Sign Navy Supply Bill 


Providing $466,184,379 for the support 
of the Navy during the coming fiscal 
year, the naval appropriation bill be- 
came law June 24. 

Following action on the conference 
report in both the Senate and House on 
June 21, the measure was signed three 
days later by President Roosevelt. The 
sum made available-—$458,684,379 — in 
direct: appropriations and $7,500,000) in 
reappropriations—is the largest since the 
fiscal year 1920, when the huge naval war 
machine was still in existence. A com- 
promise was reached between the House 
and Senate on the amount of money 
made available for new ship construe- 
tion, the bill finally supplying $20,690,- 
QUO for laying down 24 new vessels. 
This amount, Navy Department oflicials 
state, will be suflicient for starting the 
ships.

Move Regiment in Motor Trucks 


On Sunday, June 30, at 8 o’clock A. M., 
the Tist Infantry, New York National 
Guard, will en-truck at the armory and 
proceed to Camp Smith, Peekskill, for 
its annual tour of field service. 

Ever since the Battle of The Marne, 
the trend has been toward motorized 
equipment for moving troops. Trucks 
have taken the places of horses and rail- 
roads for moving infantry.

The Navy’s Contribution to 
Industrial Recovery 


By the Honorable CLAUDE A. 
SWANSON, Secretary of the Navy. 


In taking stock of our naval estab- 
lishment at the end of the fiscal year, 
it is pertinent to note the Navy’s 
manifold contributions to industrial 
recovery and the relief of unemploy- 
ment by the increased naval con- 
struction program of the past two 
years. 

Under the authority of the Vinson- 
Trammell Bill an orderly systematic 
building program has been inaugu- 
ra‘ed looking toward the gradual in- 
crease of our first line of defense to 
the limits allowed by existing trea- 
ties and international agreements. 
Not only are the coastal shipyards 
directly benefited but industries dif- 
fused throughout the nation are as- 
sisted by our revival in naval build- 
ing. 

Eighty-five per cent, it is esti- 
mated, of all the funds appropriated 
for the purchase of naval vessels 
and aircraft, go directly into the 
pockets of the laborers who handle 
the material for our men-of-war. 
This 85 per cent, representing the 
wages of the laborers, is distributed 
throughout practically every state in 
the Union—all of which, in varying 
degrees, contribute from their na- 
tural resources ard native talent to- 
werd the building and perfecting of 
our modern men-of-war.

New Battleship Program 
While hardly anyone at the Navy De- 
partment is willing to talk about it, 


plans for new battle ships to replace the | 
oldest capital ships of the Fleet are being | 


whipped into shape, preparatory to re- 
questing funds for their construction in 
next year’s building program. 

The new ships—the number to go in 
next year’s program is not yet set—are 
expected to be of 35,000 tons displace- 
ment, the maximum allowed under the 
treaty, and of a greatly improved but 
not radically different design than the 
latest of the dreadnaughts now with the 
Fleet. We have always held out for 
ships of 35,000 tons as the minimum size 
in which our constructors could crowd 
the necessary cruising radius which our 
lack of bases require, heavy armor and 
armament and a reasonable amount of 
speed. With a view to the pocketbook 
this is the lowest tonnage at which our 
constructors can compromise all fea- 
tures. Despite British arguments to 
bring down the size of our guns (and 
relatively increase the importance of her 
merchant marine) the new plans will 
most likely provide for 16-inch guns. 

Refinements of construction, especially 
the use of electric welding will allow a 
considerable saving of weight. Much of 
this will be used up in increased deck 
protection, made necessary by improved 
aircraft. The new vessels will probably 


have a slightly higher speed than pres- 
ent battleships, but it is not expected 
any other features will be sacrificed to 
build in higher powered = engines, 
Heavier armorplate, deck protection and 
longer cruising radius are expected to be 
emphasized.

In fact, it is even difficult to 
classify the various items of cost. For 
example, in the construction of a con- 


crete road nearly all of the costs may be 
reduced to those of transportation. The 
cost of transporting a ton of coal from 
the mine to the cement plant is after all 
just as much of a factor in the building 
of that road as the cost of moving a ton 
of earth from one part of the right-of 
way to another, Also, it might be pos 
sible to prove that the cobbler who re- 
paired the shoes seuffed out by a child 
on the sidewalks of New York received 
purt of his pay through the construction 


of a gun shed in far off Fort Lewis, 
Washington. Accordingly, it may be 
safely stated that the Army Construc- 


tion Program totalling $64,731,131.50,

The program was of an extremely va 
‘od nature, covering svch industrial 
buildings as the large Air Corps Shops 
aut Middletown, VPa., modern hospitals 
svceh as the magnificent group under con 
struction at Fort Sam Tlouston, Texis, 
monumental edifices such as the chapel 
at Fort Myer, Va., and res‘'dential build 
ines of many styles of architecture rang 
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ing from the Georgian at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, Md., the English at Patter- 
son Field, Ohio, the Norman-French at 


Barksdale Field, La., to the Spanish at 
Hamilton Field, Calif. The equipment 
‘nstalled in these buildings covered near- 
ly all of the modern devices entering into 
the lives of men and included everything 
from church organs to inspire the soul 
to automatic coal burning equipment to 
lighten the daily tasks of drudgery.

This may be 
further amplified by stating that only 
of the total cost of the improve- 
ments was expended for 
those employed on the military reserva 
tions.

Navy WO Retired Pay 

The bill, 8. 2460, to amend the Na- 
tional Defense Act regarding retired 
warrant officers pay in the Navy came 
up for consideration in the Senate, June 
24, but was passed over upon objection 
by Senator Nye of the Munitions com- 
mittee. 

Before the bill was passed over Sena- 
tor Trammell said of it: “The purport 
of the bill is that an enlisted man who 
has been serving in the Navy upon re- 
tirement may have a warrant officer’s 
retirement pay. Under the law he can 
leave the Navy, enlist in the Army, and 
go through that formality and be retired 
as a warrant officer as specified in the 
bill. The bill is to relieve the man who 
is retiring from the necessity of the 
perfunctory act of enlisting in the Army 
and being retired as a warrant officer. 
He can enlist and retire as a warrant 
officer through the Army in that way. 
The bill is merely to do an act of 
justice for the men and remove all the 
trouble and necessity for that procedure 
under the present law.”

Naval Academy Anniversary 

Rear Admiral Sellers, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, and his staff are 
enlisting the interest of the country in 
the 90th birthday anniversary of the 
founding of the Naval Academy by the 
methods they are observing. Announce- 
ment was made this week that a cachet, 
commemorative of the anniversary, will 
be stamped on every piece of mail. The 
cachet is of oval design, and has the 
appearance of a wood cut. In the cen- 
ter is a picture of the Constitution in 
full sail with the years 1845-1935, and 
around the oval runs the caption “U. 8. 
Naval Academy—-0th anniversary.” The 
ceremonies in connection with the anni- 
versary will occur on October 10, and 
then will be noted the growth of the 
Academy during the 90 years of its exis- 
tence. The original naval school within 
the fort reservation, which was ceded 
by the Army, comprised 9% acres as 
against the present acreage of 224 13/16. 
Until the adoption of the policy of send- 
ing midshipmen to vessels not attached 
to the Academy for their summer 
cruises, every type of ship was repre- 
sented, sailing ships, sloops of war, 
barks, a brig, a schooner, ocean steam 
tugs, dispatch vessels, a gunboat, a 
steam side wheel square rigger, cruisers, 
early types of submarines, torpedo boats, 
monitors and battleships. Such historic 
ships as the Constitution, Constellation, 
Hartford, Chicago, Atlanta, Olympia and 
the captured Spanish men-of-war, Alva- 
rado, Sandoval and Reina Mercedes. 
There was no summer practice school or 
drill ship for the teaching of seaman- 
ship or great gun drill from 1845 to 
1851, but as West Point had its summer 
encampment the Navy insisted upon a 
vessel for the use of the midshipmen 
and this was allowed in the latter year. 
The story of the Academy is expected 
to be dramatically presented during the 
ceremonies in October.

that date 1,057 second lieutenants would 
become first lieutenants, 1,769 first lieu- 


tenants would become captains, 1,412 
captains would become majors, 522 ma- 


jors become lieutenant colonels, and 158 
lieutenant colonels would become colo- 
nels. In a nut shell the bill hastens offi- 
cers into the grade of major six years 
earlier than they would under present 
conditions, into the grade of lieutenant 
colonel four years earlier, and into the 
grade of colonel two years earlier. 


The text of the amendment introduced 
by Representative McSwain but defeated | 


by the committee follows: 

Change the period after “provided” in line 
8 on page 2, to a colon and ADD—PRO- 
VIDED FURTHER, HOWEVER, That the 
Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, di- 
rected to cause the said promotion list 
created pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 24a of said Act of June 4, 1920, to be 
revised and rearranged in the following re- 
spects and partciulars, as a permanent basis 
for the promotions hereby provided for in 
this proviso ONLY, and without prejudice 
to the position on said promotion Hist for 
promotion purposes, of any promotion list 
officer; VIZ—Persons appointed, otherwise 
than by promotion, to the grade of Captain 
in the Regular Army, as of or to date from 
July 1, 1920, under the provisions of Section 
24 of said Act of June 4, 1920, whose names 
are on said promotion list on the effective 
date hereof, shall be placed on said pro- 
motion list, revised and rearranged as herein 
provided, in the grade to which so appointed, 
according to Federal commissioned service 
rendered between April 6, 1917, and Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, with and among the Captains 
of the Regular Army and Philippine Scouts, 
on and as of June 30, 1920, who were 
originally appointed since April 6, 1917, and 
whose names are on said promotion list on 
the effective date hereof, according to 
Federal commissioned service rendered be- 
tween April 6, 1917, and November 11, 1918, 
and, where such commissioned service of 
any two or more of the officers rearranged 
as herein provided is or was equal they shall 
be arranged according to age, the oldest 
first, AND, Thereafter, each and all such 
officers s0 appointed, otherwise than by pro- 
motion, to the grade of Captain in the Regu 
lar Army as of or to date from July 1, 
1920, shall become and hereafter be the 
several and collective promotion-running- 
mates of and with that officer of the Regu- 
lar Army or Philippine Scouts whose name 
appears on said promotion list, revised and 
rearranged as herein provided, next above 
theirs on the several respective dates any 
such officer in the Regular Army or Philip- 
pine Scouts is successively promoted to the 
next higher grade in turn THAT, any 
Captain of the Regular Army or Philippine 
Scouts, as of or on June 30, 1920, who is in 
a permanent grade lower than that held on 
that date, shall in such rearrangement be 
considered to be in the garde held on the 
effective date hereof, also, the names of in- 
dividual officers within the required re- 
arrangement whose original placement on 
said promotion list as originally made up 
shall have been changed in conformity with 
any enactment of the Congress or pursuant 
to sentence of Court-martial, shall be raised 
above or lowered below that place on said 
promotion list, revised and rearranged as 
herein provided, his name would have occu 
pied otherwise, by the same number of files 
so raised or lowered; THAT, hereafter, each 
such officer so appointed, otherwise than by 
promotion, to the grade of Captain in the 
Regular Army, as of or to date from July 
1, 1920, under the provisions of Section 24 
of said Act of June 4, 1920, shall be pro- 
moted successively to each next higher 
grade, in turn, along with and at the same 
time of the promotion to each successive 
next higher grade, in turn, of that officer of 
the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts who 
constitutes their several and collective pro- 
motion-running-mates as herein above pro- 
vided, And, Where any such officer of the 
Regular Army or Philippine Scouts has been 
promoted prior to the effective date hereof, 
his promotion-running-mates as herein de- 
fined severally and collectively shall be pro- 
moted immediately to the same grade held 
by such officer of the Regular Army or 
Philippine Scouts on the effective date here- 
of and be commissioned in such grade as of 
and to date from the day as of or to date 
from which such officer of the Regular Army 
or Philippine Scouts was commissioned there- 
in, AND, Any such officer so promoted as a 
promotion-running-mate shall take rank 
among the other officers of the grades to 
which successively so promoted in accord- 
ance with the respective dates of their 
several commissions in any such grade, And, 
When two or more officers are promoted to 
any such grade as of or to date from the 
same day they shall take rank among them- 
selves in accordance with their respective 
positions on sald promotion list, revised and

rearranged as herein provided; That, such 
officers so to be promoted as promotion- 
running-mates as herein provided shall be 
80 promoted to each successive grade in 
turn without regard for the limitations on 
the numbers of officers now or hereafter 
authorized for any such grade or grades, 
and when s0 promoted shall be carried as 
extra numbers in any such grade or grades 


in addition to the number authorized for 
any such grade or grades, all other pro- 
visions of law to the contrary notwith- 


standing; Also Provided That the provisions 
hereof shall not confer any retroactive rights 
to increases in pay or allowances incident 
to the operation of this proviso. 

In submitting his report on the bill, 
Representative Hill, senior Democrat on 
the committee, opened by reproducing 
the original letter from Secretary Dern 
transmitting the bill and urging its 
enactment. (This was printed in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL at the time). 

Then ‘tthe report continued: 

“The committee held extensive hear- 
ings on this bill at which Brig. Gen. 
Andrew Moses, Assistant Chief of Staff, 
and other representatives of the War 
Department, appeared and testified at 
length. The testimony of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, Chief of Staff, before the 
sub-committee of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, United States Senate, was 
carefully considered. 

“It is imperative that the promotion 
stagnation, in which the commissioned 
personnel of the Army finds itself, be 
relieved. Thousands of officers, with fine 
World War records, have not advanced 
in 15 years beyond the grades in which 
they were originally commissioned in the 
Regular Army subsequent to the war. 
Numerous majors and captains are in 
the age brackets of generals and colo- 
nels. Many lieutenants have reached the 
ages of majors and captains. From all 
studies made by the War Department, 
officers should reach the grades colonel, 
lieutenant colonel, major, captain, and 
first lieutenant upon completion of 26, 
20, 15, 10, and 3 years’ service respec- 
tively; in other words, at the respective 
ages of 50, 44, 39, 34, and 27 years. 

“There are in the Army today, 3,288 
captains and 253 first lieutenants, 39 
years of age and over, who, under nor- 
mal conditions, should now be occupying 
the grade of major; 1,108 majors, 1,398 
captains, and 17 first Heutenants, 44 
years of age and over, should now be 
lieutenant colonels; and 445 lieutenant 
colonels, 232 majors, 391 captains, and 
2 first lieutenants, 50 years of age and 
above, should now be colonels, The situa- 
tion of officers below the “hump”, those 
officers who entered the service on July 
2, 1920, and subsequently, is equally bad. 
Kight hundred and thirteen second lieu- 
tenants, aged 27 and over, should now 
be first lieutenants, and 1,541 first lieu- 


tenants and 5 second lieutenants, 34 
years of age and above, should now be 
captains. 

“Deplorable though conditions now 


are, the outlook for the future is even 
worse. Many officers, largely captains 
and lieutenants, have no hope whatever 
of obtaining reasonably high rank before 
their retirement for age. Seventy-eight 
officers, by reason of age, cannot, under 
existing law, reach the grade of major, 
596 cannot advance to lieutenant colonel, 
and 1,199 cannot attain the grade of 
colonel. In this connection the Chief of 
Staff, in his testimony before the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee, stated as 
follows: 

A man that stays stagnant for years and 
years with no future prospect loses in mo- 
rale, becomes depressed in his psychology. 
It is not entirely competitive with reference 
to other men; it is with reference to his 
own consciousness and his own sense of 
ability. If he does not obtain the proper 
promotion, he either seeks to leave the ser- 
vice or, what is worse, stays in to be dis- 
satisfied and discontented. Unless you have 
a proper flow of promotion, you will not 
have the incentive which appeals to ambi- 
tion and the natural self-respect of all men 
to make them follow their profession en- 
thusiastically rather than to regard = it 
merely as a means of livelihood. What we 
seek in the Army are men imbued by the 
highest professional instincts. There is 
monetary recompense for the soldier that is 
sufficient to attract the type of men that we 
desire. Unless there is the professional re- 
ward of advancement, carrying with it the 
element of leadership and increased responsi- 
bility, which is irrespective of actual liveli- 
hood, the whole tone of the establishment

begins to fail and go down. 

“This bill increases the number of 
colonels by 158, the number of lieutenant 
colonels by 364, and the number of ma- 
jors by 890. Second lieutenants will be 
carried to the grade of first lieutenant 
after 3 years’ commissioned service and 
first lieutenants will be advanced to 
captain after 7 more years of commis- 
sioned service or 10 years in all. The 
number of second lieutenants who will 
be advanced immediately to first lieu- 
tenant is 1,057 and the number of first 
lieutenants who will be advanced to 
captain is 1,769. In all, 4,918 out of 
10,460 promotion list officers will receive 
immediate promotion, under the terms 
of the bill, and all other officers, below 
the grade of colonel, will be advanced 
on the promotion list with an accelera- 
tion of from 2 to 6 years and in some 
instances 7 and 8 years to their next 
higher grades, the greatest relief being 
to officers in the “hump” and ‘those fol- 
lowing the “hump.” As stated by the 
Chief of Staff, “the heart of the bill is 
to provide automatic promotion for the 
junior officers.” The aid and assistance 
diminishes as the senior grades are ap- 
proached. The bill carries no benefits 
whatever to generals and colonels. There 
is no increase in the present authorized 
strength of the commissioned personnel, 
but there is a more logical distribution 
in grades. The percentages provided in 
the field and the company grades are 40 
and 60, respectively, in contrast to 26.5 
and 73.5, respectively, under existing 
law. This provision of the bill aids and 
assists not only in the promotion of 
junior officers, but in sound organization 
for the development that will take place 
in time of emergency. 

“Army officers are at present lower in 
rank for years of service than officers of 
the Navy and Murine Corps. Legislation 
was pussed at the last session of Con- 
gress to relieve promotion stagnation in 
the Navy and Marine Corps. None has 
been enacted for the Army since 1920, 
although relief bills have been introduced 
in Congress from time to time since 1926. 
Even with the promotions provided by 
this bill, the Army will be less favorably 
situated than the sister services. Dis- 
proportion in rank between officers of 
the Army and those of the Navy and 
Marine Corps is. particularly unfor- 
tunate, in view of the fact that on nu- 
merous occasions they serve together. 
The situation will be largely corrected 
by this bill. National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserve officers are generally 
younger, grade for grade, than officers 
of the Regular Army. 


“The increased numbers in the field 
grades will provide rank more appro- 
priate to the duties to which officers 


must be assigned. This will be particularly 
true in the cases of those serving with 
the National Guard, Organized Reserves, 
and Reserve Officers Training Corps, 
where Regular Army officers are at pres- 
ent of insufficient rank. It will also be 
true with respect to those included in 
War Department overhead, the Corps 
Areas, the Service schools, and the Air 
Corps, which is now defficient in officers 
of the higher grades. Many officers en- 
gaged in nonorganizational duties in the 
field should be of higher rank. Most im- 
portant of all, officers will be provided 
with appropriate rank for mobilization 
requirements, thereby preventing the 
retardation and confusion which  oc- 
curred at the entrance of America into 
the World War and in all previous wars. 

“Our national defense is now based on 
a skeletonized organization with com- 
mand groups organized in time of peace 
and functioning when the emergency 
arises to mobilize our citizen soldiers. 
The bill is designed primarily to place 
officers in appropriate grades in time 





of peace and war in the ske!etonized 
set-up and, in doing so, to automatically 
provide for the necessary flow of pro- 
motion. Valuable time, which has here- 
tofore been wasted in reorganizing and 
promoting officers after the declaration 
of war, will now be saved. All this will 
be accomplished, together with relief 
from the present deplorable promotion 
stagnation, at no cost to the Government

IN THE COMING FISCAL YEAR, WHICH opens tomorrow, there will be 
available appropriations and legislation which more satisfactorily will equip the 
United States to defend itself from attack and to cause other nations to listen with 
greater respect to the representation of our Government in behalf of its interests. 
To those who decry the preparedness measures provided, it should be only neces- 
sary to point to the fate of a weak country, such, for example, as China, which is 
being ravished by the Japanese, or Ethiopa, which is menaced by Mussolini’s Black 
Shirt legions. Both of these movements, as are others, are directly inexorably by 
currents of national existence and welfare which are sweeping toward each other 
and, in case of clash, precipitate a maelstrom of strife, which we call war. Ina 
world afflicted with economic depression and seething with social discontent, which 
has produced opposing forms of government and developed dictators like Stalin, 
Mussolini and Hitler, and which is still grappling with the consequences of the 
World War and the Versailles Treaty, “security” has become even more important 
especially in the eyes of Europe and Japan. ‘This is responsible for the armament 
policies which have been pursued during the past ten years, and which, according 
to the League of Nations, have cost humanity one and a half billion dollars more 
in 1934 than in 1925. While these immense expenditures were in progress, the 
United States was permitting its Army and Navy not only to remain static but in 
fact to deteriorate, and this at a time when other nations were increasing their 
war making power, engaging in measures affecting our interests, and grumbling 
more and more vigorously at our failure to cancel their war debt; and we, on our 
part, were asserting policies which they regarded as offensive and damaging to 
their ambitions and trade. Continued failure to provide a suflicient defense fore- 
casted calamity, and it was the act of statesmanship for the Government to increase 
the Army and move to provide it with proper equipment, and to build the Navy 
up to Treaty strength. 


THE SENATE ADOPTED THIS WEEK an amendment to the Navy Persouanel 
Increase bill which marks at least a forward step toward the end the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL has been insistently advocating—the removal of legal limitations 
upon the civil employment of retired officers. Offered by Senator Copeland, the 
amendment forbids active officers from engaging in the sale or negotiation of a 
sale of naval supplies to the Government, and retired oflicers from selling or nego- 
tiating a sale of such supplies to the Navy. Because it is a repetition of a law in 
force and because of the suspicions engendered in consequence of the munitions 
revelations made sensational for the promotion of political ambition, the Senate 
was willing to apply anew this unnecessary inhibition upon active officers. In 
connection with retired officers, however, the Senate showed a desire to enlarge 
their opportunity for employment. They may now sell to departments other than 
the Navy and they may even sell materials to that Service which are not compre- 
hended within the terms “naval supplies” or “war materials.” While this is a 
concession to a group which is sadly in need of earning an addition to the meager 
retired pay allowed, it still fails to remove restrictions which are found in the 
Kconomy Act of 1938. When the Conferees consider the Copeland amendment, they 
should take into consideration the fact that retired oflicers both of the Army and 
Navy have families to support, and that many of them cannot do so on their retired 
pay alone. They should take into account the further fact that a law which forbids 
definite business activities is regarded by the average mind as applying to all! 
business, and thus increases the difficulties of a retired oflicer in making a civil 
connection. There also should not be forgotten that numerous oflicers under the 
selection system in force in the Navy are retired not because they have proved 
ineflicient but because another oflicer is deemed to be more eflicient and is retained 





while they go. Such considerations should move the Conference to so alter the 
language of the Copeland amendment as to enlarge the opportunities of retired 
officers both in the matter of employment and in pay for Government work which 
now is denied to them. 


THE GRACEFUL ACTION OF CONGRESS in adopting a resolution congratu- 
lating Brig. Gen. Aaron Simon Daggett, USA, retired, upon his 98th birthday anni- 
versary, has shown to the Services that a career of honor eventually meets with 
recognition. There is truth in the whereas of the resolution that the military record 
of General Daggett “will forever serve as an inspiring influence to American youth, 
instilling in them the quality of patriotism and the desire to serve freely and vol- 
untarily in the defense of their country.” Modestly, General Daggett replied: 
“Oh, that | were worthy of it.” That gallant officer undoubtedly thinks as we do— 
that in selecting him for honor Congress in fact was expressing its real sentiments 
for the men who devote their lives to their country.

J. W. S.—The rate of pension allowed 
to disabled soldiers for disability cop. 
tracted in line of duty during peacetime 
ranges from six dollars to forty-five do. 
lars a month depending upon the degre 
of disability. The wartime rate changes 
from ten dollars to one hundred dollars 
a month.

officers are concerned, for the amend- 
ment can be ‘rewritten in conference, if 
the House conferees accept the proposed 
change. 

That the House will carry out the in- 
tent of the Copeland amendment was 
assured yesterday, when the House 
Naval Committee reversed its earlier 
action and agreed to support the plan 
to remove the retired officer restriction. 
After bearing Rear Adm. William D. 
Leahy, USN, and Rear Adm. C. C. Bloch, 
USN, testify for the proposal, and an 
explanation that the Copeland amend- 
ment was defective in that the Senate 
reading clerk had left out part of the 
text as presented, the Committee voted 
to recommend to the House that the 
bill be sent to conference and that there 
the retired officer proviso be rewritten 
to accomplish its purpose. 

The text of the bill as passed by the 
Senate, follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That so much of the 
Naval Appropriation Act approved August 29, 
1916 (39 Stat. 576; U. 8. C., title 34, sec. 2), 
as provides that “hereafter the total number 
of commissioned officers of the active list of 
the line of the Navy, exclusive of commis 
sioned warrant officers, shall be 4 per cent of 
the total authorized enlisted strength of the 
active list, exclusive of the Hospital Corps, 
prisoners undergoing sentence of discharge, 
enlisted men detailed for duty with the 
Naval Militia, and the Flying Corps”, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: “Here- 
after the total authorized number of com- 
missioned officers of the active list of the 
line of the Navy, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers, shall be equal to 4% per 
cent of the total authorized enlisted strength 
of the active list, exclusive of the Hospital 
Corps, prisoners undergoing sentence of dis- 
charge, enlisted men detailed for duty with 
the Naval Militia, and the Flying Corps.” 

Sec. 2. That so much of the Naval Ap- 
propriation Act approved August 29, 1916 (39 
Stat. 576; U. 8. C., title 34, sec. 4), as 
amended by the act approved March 3, 1981 
(46 Stat. 1482; U. 8. C., supp. VII, title 34, 
sec, 4), as provides: “That the total number 
of commissioned line officers on the active 
list at any one time, exclusive of commis- 
sioned warrant officers, shall be distributed 
in the proportion of 1 in the grade of rear 
admiral, to 4 in the grade of captain, to 8 
in the grade of commander, to 15 in the 
grade of HNeutenant commander, to 30 in the 
grade of lieutenant, to 42 in the grades of 
lieutenant (junior grade) and ensign, inclu- 
sive: Provided, That no officer shall be re- 
duced in rank or pay or separated from the 
active list of the Navy as the result of any 
computation made te determine the author- 
ized number of officers in the various grades 
of the line’, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: “That the total number of commis- 
sioned line officers on the active list at any 
one time, exclusive of commissioned warrant 
officers, shall be distributed in the propor- 
tion of 1 in the grade of rear admiral, to 4 
in the grade of captain, to 8 in the grade of 
commander, to 15 in the grade of leutenant 
commander, to 80 in the grade of Heutenant, 
to 42 in the grades of lieutenant (junior 
grade) and ensign, inclusive: Provided, That 
no officer shall be reduced in rank or pay 
or separated from the active list of the Navy 
as the result of any computation made to 
deterimne the authorized number of officers 
in the verious grades of the line: Provided 
further, That for the purpose of making any 
computation to determine the authorized 
number of officers in the various grades of 
the line above the grade of lieutenant 
(junior grade), the uumber of commissioned 
line officers on the active list, exclusive of 
commissioned warrant officers, shall, until 
June 30, 1036, be assumed to be 5,490, and 
after that date any computation to deter- 
mine the authorized number of officers in 
the various grades of the line shall be based 
on the total number of commissioned line 
officers on the active list at any one time 
not below 5400, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers: Provided further, That ex- 
cept in time of war the following numbers, 
exclusive of additional numbers in = grade, 
in the grades as indicated shall not be ex 
ceeded: In the grade of rear admiral, 58: 
in the grade of captain, 240; in the grade of 
commander, 515: And provided further, That 
except in time of war, if any computation 
made to determine the authorized number 
of officers in the various grades of the line 
would, except for the immediately forego- 
ing proviso, give a greater number of rear 
admirals than 58, or a greater number of 
captains than 240, or a greater number of 
commanders than 515, such excess number 
shall be carried in the grade of lieutenant 
commander and an increase in that grade 
above the 15 per cent of the total number 
of commissioned officers on the active list 
at any one time, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers, is hereby authorized for 








that purpose.” 

Sec. 3. That section 4 of the act approved 
May 29, 1934 (48 Stat. 814), is hereby 
amended to read as follows: . 

“That after June 30, 1936, lieutenants and 
lieutenants (junior grade) who shall not have 
been recommended for promotion to the next 
higher grade by the report of a line-selec- 
tion board as approved by the President 
shall, on and after June 30 next succeeding 
the date of the approval of said line selec- 
tion board, if they have completed 14 or 7 
years, respectively, of commissioned service, 
be carried as additional numbers in grade, 
but shall be included in the authorized num- 
ber of commissioned officers of the active 
list of the lime of the Navy in any grade 
to which later promoted. That for the pur- 
pose of extending section 3 of the act of 
March 3, 1931 (46 Stat. 1483; U. 8. C., Supp. 
VII, title 34, sec. 286a), to officers below 
the rank of Heutenant commander, the said 
section is amended so that the length of 
service therein prescribed shall be 21 years 
for lieutenants and 14 years for lieutenants 
(junior grade): Provided, That lieutenants 
with less than 21 years’ commissioned service 
shall become ineligible for promotion on 
June 30 of the fiscal year in which they at 
tain the age of 45 years: Provided further, 
That no officer of said rank shall become so 
ineligible prior to June 30, 1936; And pro- 
vided further, That the restriction on the 
number of involuntary transfers in any fis- 
cal year to the retired list prescribed in 
section 7 of the act of March 3, 1931 (46 
Stat. 1484; U. 8. C., Supp. VII, title 34, see. 
286e¢), shall not apply to the grade of Heu- 
tenant and lieutenant (junior grade.)" 

Sec. 4. That so much of the act approved 
June 30, 1914 (38 Stat. 404), as amended by 
the act approved August 209, 1916 (39 Stat. 
576, 581), as further amended by the act 
approved July 1, 1918 (40 Stat. 708), which, 
as contained in the United States Code, title 
HH, section 3, provides: 

“The total authorized number of commis- 
sioned officers of the active list of the fol- 
lowing Staff Corps, exclusive of commis 
sioned warrant officers, shall be based on 
percentage of the total number of commis- 
sioned officers of the active list of the line 
of the Navy as follows: 

“Supply Corps, 12 per cent; Construction 
Corps, 5 per cent; Corps of Civil Engineers, 
2 per cent; and the total authorized number 
of commissioned officers of the Medical 
Corps shall be sixty-five one-hundredths of 1 
per cent of the total authorized number of 
the officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, including midshipmen, 
hospital corps, prisoners undergoing sen- 
tence of discharge, enlisted men detailed for 
duty with the Naval Militia, and the Fly- 
ing Corps: Provided, That hereafter the au 
thorized number of surgeons in the United 
States Navy be, and it is hereby, increased 
by one. 

“Dental Corps: There shall be one dental 
officer in the Navy for each thousand of the 
total authorized number of officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy and Marine Corps. 

“Corps of Chaplains: The total number of 
chaplains and acting chaplains in the Navy 
shall be 1 to each 1,250 of the total person- 
nel of the Navy and Marine Corps as fixed 
by law, including midshipmen, apprentice 
seamen, and naval prisoners” 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“The total authorized number of commis 
sioned officers of the active list of the fol 
lowing staff corps, exclusive of commissioned 
warrant officers, shall be based on percen 
tage of the total number of commissioned 
officers of the active list of the line of the 
Navy as follows: 

“Supply Corps, 12 per cent: Construction 
Corps, 5 per cent; Corps of Civil Engineers, 
2 per cent; and the total authorized num- 
ber of commissioned officers of the Medical 
Corps shall be sixty-five one-hundredths of 
1 per cent of the total authorized number 
of the officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, including midshipmen, 
Hospital Corps, prisoners undergoing sen 
tence of discharge, enlisted men detailed for 
duty with the Naval Militia, and the Fly 
ing Corps: Provided, That hereafter the au- 
thorized number of surgeons in the United 
States Navy be, and it is hereby, increased 
by one, 

“Dental Corps: The total authorized num 
ber of commissioned officers of the Dental 
Corps shall be one for each 500 of the ae 
tual number of officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps. 

“Corps of Chaplains: The total authorized 
number of chaplains and acting chaplains in 


the Navy shall be one to each 1,250 of the 
total personnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps as fixed by law, including midship 


men, apprentice seamen, and naval prison- 
ers.” 
Sec. 5. That section 3 of the act anproved 
March 3, 1981 (46 Stat. 1488; U. S C., Supp. 
VII, title 34, see. 28a), is hereby amended 
by inserting after the word “provided”, ap- 
pearing in line 10 of said section 3 of Sta- 
tutes at Large, volume 46, page 1483, the fol- 
lowing clause: “The term ‘service in grade’ 
shall be construed to include service on 
the promotion list for his grade: Provided 








further”, so that the said section will read as 
follows: “Except as provided in section 7, 
captains, commanders, and lieutenant com- 
manders, who shall not have been recom- 
mended for promotion to the next higher 
grade by the report of a line selection board 
as approved by the President prior to the 
completion of 35, 28, or 21 years, respectively, 
of commissioned service in the Navy, shall 
be ineligible for consideration by a line se- 
lection board, and any officer in said grade 


shall likewise be Ineligible for considera- 
tion who on June 30 of the calendar year 
of the convening of the board shall have 


had less than 4 years’ service in his grade: 
Provided, That the term ‘service in his 
grade’ shall be construed to include service 
on the promotion list for his grade: Pro- 
vided further, That the commissioned service 
of Naval Academy graduates, for the pur- 
pose of this section only, shall be com- 
puted from June 30 of the calendar year in 
which the class in which they graduated 
completed its academic course, or, if its 
academic course was more or less than 4 
years, from June 30 of the calendar year 
in which it would have completed an aca- 
demic course of 4 years: Provided further, 
offi- 


That except as provided in section 7, 

cers of any grade commissioned in the line 
of the Navy from sources other than the 
Naval Academy, shall become ineligible for 


consideration by a selection board when the 
members of the Naval Academy class next 
junior to them at the date of their original 
permanent commission as ensign or above 
become ineligible for consideration under the 
provisions of this section.” 

Sec. 6. That the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to trans- 
fer and appoint officers of the line of the 
Navy, not above the grade of lieutenant 
commander, to the corresponding grade in 
the Construction Corps, Civil Engineer Corps, 
or Supply Corps, without regard to the age 
of the officers so transferred and appointed. 

Sec. 7. That the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to transfer 
and appoint officers of the Staff Corps of 
the Navy not above the rank of lieutenant 
commander to the corresponding rank and 
grade in the line of the Navy and the offi- 
cers 80 transferred and appointed shall have 
the lineal position and precedence in the line 
which they would have held had they re- 
mained in the line or had their original ap- 
pointments been in the line. Any officer so 
transferred and appointed shall be carried as 
an additional number in the grade in which 
he is serving and to which he may here- 
after be promoted. 

Sec. 8. That exclusive of student aviators 
and qualified aircraft pilots of the Navy and 
Marine Corps, the number of tactical and 
gunnery observers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps detailed to duty in sireraft and in- 
volving actual flying sheii hereafter be in 
accordance with the requirements of naval 
aviation as determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy. So much of section 20 of the act 
approved June 10, 1922 (42 Stat. 632), as 
amended by section 6 of the act approved 
July 2, 1926 (44 Stat. 782; U. 8S. C., Supp. 
VII, title 37, see. 20), which is inconsistent 
with or in conflict with the provision of 
this section, insofar as it relates to the Navy 
and Marine Corps, is hereby reapealed. 

Sec. 9. That hereafter no payment shall 
be made from appropriations made by Con- 
gress to any officer in the Navy or Marine 
Corps on the active list while such officer 
is employed, after June 30, 1897, by any per 
son or company furnishing naval supplies or 
war material to the Government; and such 
employment is hereby made unlawful after 
said date: Previded, That no payment shall 
be made from appropriations made by Con- 
gress to any retired officer in the Navy or 
Marine Corps who for himself or for others 
is engaged in the selling of, contracting 
for the sale of, or negotiating for the sale 
of, to the Navy or the Navy Department, 
any naval supplies or war material. 





Sec. 10. That all laws and parts of laws 
which are inconsistent herewith or in con 
flict with the provisions hereof, insofar as 
they relate to the Navy and Marine Corps, 
are hereby repealed.

He was sentenced to be dismissed 
from the Service, which sentence jg 
mandatory on conviction of violation of 
the 95th Article of War. 

The record of trial must be acted upon 
by General Holbrook who, as command. 
ing general of the First Division, ap 
pointed the Court, and if the sentence 
is approved by him, the record will be 
forwarded to the War Department, 
where it must be examined by the 
Board of Review in the oflice of the 
Judge Advocate General and then by 
the Judge Advocate General. It will 
then be sent to the President for bis 
action. <A sentence of dismissal is not 
effective until confirmed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States.

So great 
isthe demand for ice during the summer 
that it is necessary to operate the plant 
on full time throughout the winter man- 
ufacturing ice and storing it in great 
cold storages for summer use. 


Bread is furnished to the commissary 
from an up-to-date bakery operated by 
the School for Bakers and Cooks. The 
remaining stocks are obtained by pur- 
chase from local dealers and through 
regular Quartermaster Corps purchasing 
agencies and are stored in cold or dry 
storages until required for sale. The 
embined stock in all departments at 
al times averages about one hundred 
and thirty thousand dollars. 


Commissary boxes are placed at stra- 
tegie points on the garrison for the de- 
positing of sales orders by patrons who 
desir. supplies delivered to their quar- 


ters. The orders are collected and de- 
liveries made by the delivery depart- 
ment. 


The general sales store is open from 
7:30 to 11:30 each morning and from 
1:00 to 2:00 in the afternoon, except on 
Wednesday and Saturday afternoons, 
Sundays, holidays and days when inven- 
tories are made. The ice plant is open 
an hour later in the afternoon, but is 
closed on Saturday while the cold and 
dry storage departments are open from 
6:30 in the morning until 4:00 in the 
afternoon, but are closed on Wednesday 
and Saturday.

Navy Purchasing

HE Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
is one of the ten principal Bureaus 
and offices which constitute the organi- 


zation of the Navy Department. The 
Navy Department is organized along 
broad functional lines. Under this type 


of organization, whereby personnel is 
controlled in the Bureau of Navigation, 
engineering matters in the Bureau of 
Engineering ordnance in the Bureau of 
Ordnance, the building and repair of 
ships in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, aviation in the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics and public works in the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, functions of supply, 
disbursing and accounting are centralized 
in the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
which therefore operates in the nature 
of a service activity. This system of 
centralized function results in an inter- 
locking system of organization whereby 
each of the several Bureaus is dependent 
on each of the others to accomplish its 
mission. 

The duties and functions of the Bureau 
of supplies and Accounts, as a component 
part of this interlocking organization, 
are those relating to the supply of ma- 
terial and equipment, the disbursement 
of funds, and accounting in all its va- 
rious phases for the money and property 
of the Naval establishment. 

The specific duties of this Bureau in- 
clude the purchase, procurement, recep 
tion, custody, storage, preservation, 
transfer, issue, shipment and sale of all 
supplies and equipment (with certain 
exceptions) for the Naval Establish 
ment; maintenance of necessary property 
accounts in connection therewith ; control 
of appropriations for freight. fuel, cloth- 
ing and subsistence, maintenance and 
operation of fueling plants; administra 
tion of the Naval Clothing Factory and 
the various commissary activities of the 
Naval service, administration of Naval 
Supply Depots and Supply Departments 
ashore and afloat; the procurement and 
disbursing of, and accounting for all 
funds appropriated for the Naval Estab 
lishment; and the maintenance’ and 
audit of both statistical and _ fidelity 
accounts. This Bureau is responsible for 
estimating the appropriations required 
for the operation of its various activities 
as well as certain other appropriations, 
such that for pay and allowances 
of personnel, 


as 


Its functions include also the main 
tenance of equipment under its cogni- 


gance ashore and afloat, recommenda 
tions as to the interior arrangements of 
store houses and all spaces and facilities 
aboard ship assigned for the conduct of 
supply and commissary activities, the 
loading of supply ships and charter of 
cargo vessels, the inspection of all activi- 
ties under its control, and the prepara 
tion under the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, of material estimates and all War 
Plans relating to its various functions 

The several duties and functions of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
are performed by the divisions and 
sections into which the Bureau is. or- 
ganized. The major functions of supply, 
disbursing and accounting are represent- 








ed in this organization by the Supply 
Group, the Finance Group and _ the 
Accounting Group. To these is added the 
Administrative Group which includes 
those divisions operating as service 
activities for the entire Bureau, in the 
same way that the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts itself acts as a service 
activity for the Naval Establishment. 

In the Supply Group are found six 
divisions. The Stock Division is respon- 
sible for the administration of the Naval 
Supply Account fund, the control of 
stock and storage facilities, and matters 
of stock upkeep and specifications, All 
purchasing for the Navy Department in

Division, the functions of which include 


also the control of field purchasing 
activities and coordination of all pro- 
curement activities, 


The other four divisions of this group 
relate to specific classification of ma- 
terial. The Clothing Division is respon- 
sible for the procurement and mainte- 
nance of stocks of clothing, administra- 
tion of the Naval Clothing Factory and 


the Naval uniform shop, clothing speci- | 


fications, and matters of policy relating 
thereto. The Subsistence Division 
wise controls the procurement and main- 
tenance of stocks of provisions; provi-

sion specifications and administration of | 


coffee roasting plants; and audits provi- 
sion returns. The Fuel Division performs 
similar functions in connection with all 
fuel for the Naval service, including 
coal, oil and gasoline, while the Trans- 
portation Division makes provision for 
rail, water and other transportation for 
personnel and property of the Naval 
Establishment. 

A rough idea of the magnitude of the 
volume of business conducted by this 
division may be gained from a few sta- 
tistics. The volume of total purchases 
made each year for the entire Naval 
Establishment amounts to about $150,- 
000,000. This includes purchases made 
both in the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts and by the field purchasing agen- 
cies under its control. The normal 
annual requirements of the Navy repre- 
sented by this figure embrace some 6,- 
nOO.000 barrels of fuel oil, 22,000,000 
pounds of refrigerated meats, 13,400,000 
pounds of flour, clothing to the value of 
ahout $2,500,000, and aviation material 
amounting to about $29,500,000, to men- 
tion only a few of the extensive assort- 
ment of supplies and materials of all 
kinds bought each year by the Navy. 
In the Supply Departments of the 
various Navy Yards there are main- 
tained on hand for ready issue to ves- 
sels of the fleet, extensive stocks of 
general supplies of all kinds, ranging 
from needles to ships’ anchors, approxi 
mately 35,000 items of standard stock 
constantly being kept on hand with 
which to fill ships’ requisitions, 

In the Finance Group are found 
several divisions and sections required 
for the certification and payment of 
public bills for contracts and orders; 
the payment of personnel of various 
classifications, and discharge of all 
claims against the Navy Department, ex- 
those which must be settled direct 
Accounting Office.

Reservists’ retainer pay, allotments of 
pay made by Naval personnel, and the 
accounts of officers on duty in the Navy 
Department. 

The Accounting Group likewise in- 
cludes a number of divisions for the 
purpose of administering its specialized 
and varying activities. These divisions 
include the Administrative Examination 
Division, the Appropriation Division, the 
Audit Division, the Cost Division, the 
Cost Inspection Division and the Prop- 
erty Accounting Division. In general, 
the functions of these divisions are as 
indicated by their titles. In addition, an 
emergency Statistical Division has re- 
cently been established for the purpose 
of maintaining special accounts for N. 
I, Rh. A. funds and other special sources 
of revenue, and reporting to P. W. A. 
and other emergency agencies as to the 
progress of expenditure of such funds. 

The Administrative Group comprises 
six divisions, including the Planning 
Division, Appropriation Estimating Divi- 
sion, Field Services Division, Officer 
Personnel Division, Civilian Assistant's 
Division, and Reference Division. These 
are the service agencies, and they per- 
form for the other groups the various 
service functions as indicated. 


The Bureau's functional type of or- 
ganization lends itself readily to the ex- 
pansion which would be inevitable in 
any National Emergency requiring active 
participation by the armed forces, The 
elasticity of this type of organization 
permits expansion without reorganiza- 
tion. The Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, organized along somewhat 
similar lines in 1917, was able to meet 
all war demands with credit, and it is 
believed that ‘the present organization 
is ample assurance that history in this 
respect would repeat itself should a Na- 
tional Emergency arise in the future 
and impose on the Bureau responsibili- 
ties of magnitude equal to or greater 
than those it so creditably discharged 
during the World War. 


Washington Naval Hospital 


The Division of Applications and In- 
formation of the Works Program an- 
nounced this week the receipt of an ap- 
plication from the Navy Department for 
funds for the construction of a new Na- 
val Hospital and Medical School at 
Washington, D. C. 

Plans for a new hospital and school 
were drawn several years ago following 
the enactment of an authoriation bill. 
The Navy application calls for an ex- 
penditure of $3,100,000, 


Ship Overhaul Costs 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
has ordered a favorable report on a bill 
that passed the House April 1, providing 
that the total appropriation expenditures 
for repairs or changes to a vessel of the 
Navy undertaken in a Navy Yard shall 
not exceed $600,000 for any two consecu- 
tive years. The Senate committee 
amended this to $450,000 for any 
eighteen consecutive months. 


Purchase at Exchanges 
The War Department announced this 
week that the regulations governing post 
exchanges have been changed so as to 
permit retired enlisted men of the Navy 
to purchase goods at Army Exchanges. 


Value of the Ration 

The War Department announced this 
week that: 

“1. The commutation value of the garri 
son ration for enlisted men of the Army, 
except the Philippine Scouts, for the 
fiscal year 1936 is fixed at 45 cents per 
ration. The commutation value of the 
garrison ration for the Philippine Scouts 
for the fiscal year 1986 is fixed at 17 
cents per ration, 

“2? The foregoing values will be effec- 
tive from July 1, 1935, and will have 
application to the commutation of the 
money value of the ration due on ue- 
count of furlough, but they will not 
apply to credits due organizations on 
ration and savings accounts.” 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 








Army Aircraft to be Purchased—Plans for the purchase of aircraft, accessories, 
spare parts and equipment, including instruments and radio equipment, are rapidly 
going forward in the War Department under the funds to be released July 1, 1935, 
when the new appropriation bill becomes effective. The 1936 appropriation bill 
carries $16,138,000 cash appropriations for new aircraft, equipment and accessories 
and in addition $7,686,753 contract authorization for the same purpose, 

It is estimated that at current market prices the Air Corps will be able to 
purchase and equip 100 pursuit planes, 118 bombardment planes, 77 attack planes, 
19 observation planes (corps and army), 50 long range observation planes, 30 cargo 
transports, 33 primary training and 42 basic training type planes. 

While the final contracts must be approved in Washington, virtually all the 
details of making these purchases will be handled by the Materiel Division, Air 
Corps, at Wright Field, Ohio, under commane of Brig. Gen. Augustine W. Robins, 
assistant chief of the Air Corps. 


International Naval Negotiations—The State Department has been watching with 
close attention the naval conversations in progress in Europe based upon the Anglo- 
German agreement, imposing a ratio of 35% on German construction. with British 
strength and 45% as the limit of German submarine construction without further 
consultation. It was revealed this week that during the negotiations between 
Great Britain and Germany, the latter agreed to abide by the rules of submarine 
warfare as laid down in the Treaty of London. Under those rules, submarines 
must conform to the requirements for surface warships as to visit, search, capture 
or destruction. They may not sink or otherwise render a merchantman incapable 
of navigation without first putting passengers and crew in a place of safety, ship’s 
boats not being so regarded unless another vessel or the shore is within easy reach. 
The debate in Parliament revealed skepticism of an observance of the rules by a 
nation fighting for its life. It was announced that the London government would 
extend invitations to France, Italy and Russia to participate in a naval disarma- 
ment conference in London in the near future, and while the United States was 
not mentioned it is assumed that our country and Japan will be requested to send 
delegations. Such a suggestion would be immediately accepted. While the Wash- 
ington authorities are planning to proceed with the construction authorized by the 
Naval appropriation bill just signed by the President and are bound by a policy 
of continuing the development of the Navy to Treaty strength, it is deemed desirable 
to act sympathetically with other nations toward placing a limitation upon arma- 
ments. But the President, it is positively stated, will require that the ratio of 
5-5-3 with Great Britain and Japan shall be maintained. The French Government, 
also, promises to insist upon reservations. The Naval Committee of the Chamber 
of Deputies submitted a report declaring that as a result of the Anglo-German 
agreement, France was completely free from all naval restrictions, including the 
Washington Treaty, advocated the construction of a 35,000-ton battleship authorized 
last winter, and urged that suflicient naval forces should be maintained in the 
Atlantic and the Mediterranean to safeguard French interests. Completion of the 
26,500-ton battleship Dunquerque is being speeded. 


TVA and National Defense—Representative Maury Maverick, of Texas, in a speech 
in the Appendix of the Congressional Record, presents information from the 
Washington office of the Tennessee Valley Authority telling of its aims and 
activities. Under the heading of National Defense the report stated: 

“A primary responsibility of the Authority is in relation to national defense. 
Its creative act specifies that nitrate plant No. 2 at Muscle Shoals shall be kept 
in stand-by condition in event of an emergency. This is being done. Experiments 
now being made there in connection with phosphate fertilizer will contribute sub- 
stantially to the national defense program. Studies also are being made for the 
development of deposits of manganese, another material valuable in war. The 
valley is rich in mineral resources of especial military use. It is near the center 
of population and within short haul of many industrial centers.” 


Objecting to Service Legislation— When the consent calendar was being considered 
by the Senate June 24 a number of Navy bills were passed over because of 
objections by Senator Nye, chairman of the Munitions Investigating Committee, 
and by others. The futility of the situation where merely the words “I object” 
by any Senator was sufficient to avoid consideration of a measure must have 
been irksome to Senator Trammell, through whose efforts the bills had been 
carefully considered by the Naval Affairs Committee, testimony taken and legis- 
lation prepared. Finally when 8. 1976 “to equalize the allowances for quarters 
and subsistence of enlisted men of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps” came up 
Senator Nye again objected. 

Senator Trammell said, “The bill has been pending on the calendar since 
May 24, just one month today. I respectfully ask the Senator if he thinks it 
would not be proper for him to state his objections? I think he should state 
what his objections are to the bill. It is not sufficient merely to say, ‘I object to 
the bill.’ ” 

There was no reply from Senator Nye. The Presiding Officer said 
objection had been made and the bill would go over. 

The very next bill on the calendar was 8, 2257 amending existing law so 
as to provide submarine and dividing pay to officers assigned to duty at submarine 
training tanks and diving units. This time Senator King said, “let ‘the bill go 
over”. The Presiding Officer repeated, “The bill will be passed over.” This time 
Senator Trammell said nothing.

General Lott Retires—Brig. Gen. Abraham G. Lott, USA, reaches retirement age 
this month, passing from the active list June 30. General Lott was born June 21, 
1871, in Gettysburg, Pa., and was appointed to the Military Academy from Kansas 
in 1892. Upon graduation in 1896 he received a commission as additional second 
lieutenant in the 6th Cavalry, serving with his regiment until September, 1899 in 
Virginia, South Dakota, Alabama and Cuba, 

From 1907 to 1909 he was in Jolo, Philippine Islands with the 6th Cavalry. 
He served in the Quartermaster Corps in 1910. From 1910 to 1917 he served in 
Texas, Kansas, Iowa, Wisconsin and in Panama. He was detailed in The Ad- 
jutant General’s Department, August 18, 1917, and was promoted to be colonel 
(temporary) November 5, 1917. He was relieved from The Adjutant General's 
Department, August 17, 1918. General Lott was promoted to be colonel of 
Cavalry, July 1, 1920. 

During the World War, General Lott was on duty in The Adjutant General’s 
office, was appointed Chief of Staff of the 12th Division in August 1918 and Execu- 
tive Officer of Camp Devens, Mass., in February 1919. He was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal in recognition of his services. In July, 1919, he 
was assigned to command the Genera! Intermediate Supply Depot, Gievres, France.

In August 1919 he became Assistant Adjutant General of the 
in France. 

General Lott’s Distinguished Service Metal citation follows: “For seryicos ; 
The Adjutant General's office in connection with the procurement of commissioy ;

Retirement of USNA Professors—The Senate had a brief discussion Tuesday on a 
measure, favorably reported to both houses, providing retirement at 65 and retire- 
ment annuities for the teaching staff at the Naval Academy and Postgraduate 
school at Annapolis. Prior to objection from Senator King, who asked that the 
bill go over, Senator Trammell, introducer of the bill, said it was recommended 
by the Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy for 1934. Mr. Trammell added 
that a retirement system was proposed such as prevails in many colleges of the 
United States. He had a long list of colleges, where teachers contribute a per 
centage of their salaries towards a retirement fund. 

“Some of the professors called to see me about the matter,” interposed Senator 
McKellar, of Tennessee, “and I asked them if they were satisfied with their salaries. 
I think one of them had a salary of $4,100. He said he was not dissatisfied with 
it but, as I understood him to say, would appreciate an opportunity to get a little 
more by way of retirement. I desire to have the opportunity,” concluded Senator 
McKellar, “of voting against the bill. If the Senate desires to have it voted on, 
very well,” whereupon Senator King objected to further consideration.

A GENERAL MOTORS VALUE 
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Purchase of Food for the Arm 
By MAJ. GEN. L. H. BASH, USA 
Quartermaster General 

HE purchase of food for the Army 
engages more attention, perhaps, 
than any subject pertaining to its main- 
tenance. That this is true is easily un- 
derstandable for the 
feeding of an army, 
as the feeding of a 
family, is one of the 
most vital contribu- 
tions to its existence. 
One of the world’s 
greatest generals 
avowed that the 
strength, the ability, 
the power of his 
army depended upon 
its food, and that is 
equally true today. 
Napoleon, it must be admitted had in 
mind only the supply of a_ sufficient 
quantity of food—bulk, not quality- 
while today those who are charged with 
responsibility for the food supply of the 
United States Army recognize that, if 
the men are to be maintained in the best 
physical condition and their morale is to 
be preserved, it is necessary to give con- 
sideration to quantity not only, but—-and 
in larger degree—to quality. The meals 
furnished must, of course, be sufficient in 
quantity, but they must also supply all 
the necessary elements of nutrition. That 
this purpose may be accomplished, it is 
essential that food supplies of good qual- 
ity only be procured, Federal specifica- 
tions for all important food items have 
been carefully prepared, based upon the 
most advanced scientific research, to 
establish the standard of quality accep- 
table on Government contracts. Strict 
conformity with these specifications is an 
absolute essential in the purchase of food 
articles and its insurance constitutes one 
of the greatest problems to be met by 
purchasing agencies of the Army. It can 
be accomplished only through rigid in- 
spection by trained inspectors operating 
under rules and regulations promulgated 
by the Office of The Quartermaster Gen- 
eral who is, by Army Regulations, 
charged with supply of food for the 
Army. As an instance of the precautions 
required, meat and meat products to be 
acceptable for Army use must have been 
produced in establishments operating 
under supervision of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, Department of Agricul- 
ture. Statutory law requires that pur- 
chase be made at the lowest price for 
articles meeting specification require- 
ments. Purchasing agents may, if the 
article to be procured, in their opinion, 
demands it, require that samples be sub- 
mitted with bids for supply of certain 
articles. This, of course, requires a 
double inspection; first, to insure that 
the sample meets the previsic:.s of the 
specification; and secondly, that deliv- 
eries conform with the sample submitted. 
The cost of feeding the Army in peace 
time is based upon the cost of the Gar- 
rison Ration which, by law, is prescribed 
by the President and comprises the fol- 
lowing articles and quantities:

This ration is not issued in kind, that is, 
the men are not required to use the ar- 
ticles comprising it but from the credit 
established in the commissary at the be- 
ginning of each month on the basis of 
the cost of these articles, may purchase 
whatever articles of food they may de- 
sire. The cost, of course, varies in ac- 
cordance with prices prevailing in the 
several localities in which the troops are 
quartered, 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
purchases by the Army and CCC of food 
items may be obtained from the follow- 
ing figures showing the quantities of 
some of the principal ration components

To provide variety and, at the same 
time, to insure that onlv articles of 


proper quality are used, a i.imited num- 
her of articles other tha. ration com- 
ponents are placed in Army commissaries 
for sale to organizations and individuals 
at original cost to the Government. 
These articles also must meet the re- 
quirements of Federal specifications. 

However, in the purchase of subsis- 
tence articles solely for resale purposes 
(that is, for sale to officers and enlisted 
men at cost price, as directed by Sec- 
tion 1144, Revised Statutes) when there 
is an outstanding demand by the pa- 
trons of a commissary for certain brand- 
name products, such articles may be 
purchased without reference to a speci- 
fication or the provision that they shal! 
be equal to or better than some similar 
trade product. Purchase in this manner 
is limited to those articles which are 
authorized for purchase by brand name 
in the authorized sales list published 
by the War Department. 

Such purchases must be based upon 
the customer demand at each post of 
use, and are authorized to insure a 
turnover of stock within the period re- 
quired by instructions appearing in the 
nuthorized sales list. 

Purchases of subsistence articles by 
brand or trade name are restricted by 
the following requirements: 

“a. Purchases will be limited to 
strictly resale articles and must not in- 
clude the component articles of the pre- 
scribed ration. 

“hb The relation of a brand name to 
a manufactured article has no counter- 
part in natural products, such as eggs, 
cuts of fresh meats, and so forth. The 


purchase of natural products by brand 
name tends only to restrict competition 
as the name does not specifically re- 
quire the delivery of any certain grade 





or quality of natural products. Where | strictly upon its own resources and 


trade custom acknowledges’ certain 
grades and classes, purchase orders will 
conform to these grades and classes and 
no brand names will be used. 

“ce, All purchases made under this 
authority must be of stores which are 
equal to the prescribed specification for 
a similar article, but when advertised 


for and/or purchased by brand or trade | 


name, no reference will be made to the 
United States Army or Federal Specifi- 
cation applying to the similar article. 


“d. Effort must be made in all pur- 
chases under this authority to obtain 
competitive prices on the articles being 
purchased. 

“e. When brand or trade name ar- 
ticles are advertised for under this au- 
thority, a statement will appear on the 
invitation for bids showing that they 
are for ‘resale’.” 

Purchases for the Army are made by 
Quartermaster Supply Officers of Gen- 
eral Depots, Commanding Officers of 
Quartermaster Depots, and Post Quar- 
termasters. They are accomplished, 
after advertising over as wide an area 
as practicable, by award to the lowest 
bidder for an article acceptable under 
the specifications, as has already been 
said. In the interest of economic supply, 
certain classes of articles, the nature of 
which permits the carrying of several 
months, requirements in stock at the 
commissary, are purchased only by depot 
purchasing officers, each for his own 
designated area of supply, while the 
perishable articles which require a rapid 
turnover are purchased by the post quar- 
termasters. 

The same economic principles, the 
same foresight and judgment, must be 
applied to purchases for the Army as are 
demanded in the conduct of any business 
of like proportions and the same difficul- 
ties and problems must be encountered. 
If the conduct of this practically world- 


wide business is accomplished with 
almost unparalelled success, it is due to 
the unceasing vigilance and constant 


study of those responsible for it and 
their worthy pride in the undertaking to 
make the system of Army food supply 
as nearly perfect as is humanly possible. 


The Electrified Navy 
By LT. RUTHVEN E. LIBBY, USN 
Bureau of Engineering, Navy Department 
HE modern warship bears but 
slight resemblance to its predecessor 
of even a few years ago, in the matter 
of electrical equipment and installation. 
The constantly increasing use of elec- 
trical a»parates, and the introduction of 
new devices, has called for a progressive 
increase in power plant capacity; yet 
the rigid requirements of treaty limita- 
tion of tonnage can be met only by de- 


creased weight and size of units: these 
conflicting demands require the most 


careful design of all electrical apparatus 
in order to obtain ruggedness and _ re- 
liability of operation with a minimum 
of size and weight. 

Some iden of the increased use of 
electricity in the Navy can be obtained 
when it is realized that a modern de- 
stroyer’s generating plant has roughly 
ten times the output of that of the war- 
time destroyer. The distribution prob 
lems involved have been solved by the 
use of higher voltages, and by the 
adoption of alternating current through- 
out; but the change from direct current 
introduced a number of new problems 


which had to be solved before A. C. 


systems satisfactory for shipboard use 
were developed. 
The paramount requirement of all 


naval equipment is reliability. Marine 
service generally, and naval service in 
particular, demands material that can 
“take it”, and that will stand up under 
heavy shock and under the worst possi- 
ble operating conditions, without failure. 
Lamps must burn, motors must run, 
radio transmitters and receivers must 
continue to function, insulation and con- 
tacts must stand up under heat, mois- 
ture, salt air, and gunfire. If a shore 
plant fails, emergency or standby power 
is usually available from other parts of 
the network: but a ship must depend

failure at sea is fatal. 

The importance of a ship’s electricg) 
plant can scarcely be overestimated 
Naval ships depend upon electricity for 
many of their primary functions ; apart 
from main propulsion, numerous im. 
portant auxiliaries are electrical) 
driven, while gunnery control, Steer . 
battle illumination, ventilation, on 
munication, and interior communication 
and ship control, all essential] battle 
functions, are electrically operated. Elee. 
tric ranges and ovens, refrigerators, fans 
water heaters, and similar apparaty 
find widespread use, to contribute to the 
health and comfort of the personne 
Radio broadcasting sets and sound myo. 
tion picture machines are standard 
equipment. Practically all shop tools are 
electrically driven. In fact, it is diffientt 
to name an application of electricity 
found in any large city that is no 
paralleled by a similar use on board ship 
To sum up, the ordinary utilitarian é. 
vices which contribute to the comfor 
and efficiency of everyday life, plus the 
many highly specialized appliances neces. 
sary to a large ship which must fang. 
tion as a fighting machine, are ele. 
trically operated. Obviously, the ship's 
electrical plant must not fail. 

To obtain electrical apparatus rugged 
enough to operate successfully under ad. 
verse conditions, and at the same time 
to meet stringent weight and space re 
quirements, it is necessary to depart 
radically from the usual design practices 
applicable to shore apparatus. In the 
solution of the design problems involved. 
the Navy has always enjoyed the fullest 
cooperation of private enterprise, and 
has worked with the industry to the 
mutual benefit of both. In many cases, 
apparatus developed to suit the special 
needs of the naval service has subse. 
quently found extensive industrial ap 
plication. For example, it was soon 
found that existing electric lamps were 
too fragile for many service applic 
tions; the “rough-service” lamp, de 
veloped to meet naval requirements, |s 
now extensively used in the industrial 
world. The demand for strength con- 
bined with light weight instigated r 
search and development of various new 
alloys of aluminum, which are now i 
general use for the naval service, and 
which find extensive application ashore 
Naval requirements of watertightness, 
strength, and durability for electric 
cables brought about new developments 
in the art of cable manufacture. Sim- 
larly, extensive work has been done and 
is being done in developing high-impact 
molded insulation material for various 
naval applications; this type of molded 
material is now extensively used by the 
molding industry for commercial pur 
poses, The problem of paralleling alter 
nators of small size installed aboard 
ship, and of obtaining close voltage regi 
lation, led to the design of new types of 
voltage regulating equipment which ar 
now extensively used. The list might be 
extended indefinitely ; however, it is ev 
dent that the Navy's special require 
ments have produced results beneficial 
both to the service and to industry, and 
will continue to initiate new develop 
ments in the electrical and allied arts

Heretofore companies have been au- | 
thorized to purchase fresh meat for the 
forestry camp messes from local sources 
and while specifications called for Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry standards, no 
satisfactory method could be followed | 
for inspection at all camps. 

Under the new system soon to be 
placed in effect, all meat products will 
be bought by the Quartermaster Corps 
at three main depots: New Cumberland 
for camps in Pennsylvania, Ft. George 
G. Meade for camps in Maryland and 
the District of Columbia, and at Ft. 
Monroe for all camps in Virginia. 

A brief summary of the general sup- 
ply system for the CCC in the Third 
Corps Area follows: 

The War Department purchases all 
motor vehicles used in the CCC as well 
as the technical vehicles for camps loca- 
ted on military posts through the Hola- 
bird Quartermaster Depot. 

All clothing and camp equippage, such 
as stoves, tentage, etc., is also purchased 
by the War Department and supplied 
direct to camps through the New York, 
Philadelphia and Jeffersonville Quarter- 
master Depots. 

Non-perishable items of the ration are 
purchased by the New York Quarter- 
master Depot and distributed to camps 
on requisition through the three corps 
area subsistence sub-depots at New Cum- 
berland, Pa., Fort George G. Meade, Md., 
und Fort Monroe, Va. 

Perishable stores, excepting meats and 
meat products, but including fish, fowl, 
fresh vegetables, ete., continue to be 
purchased direct by camp commanders 
or through their respective mess officers. 


The Corps Area Quartermaster pur- 
chases all major items of camp supply 
except as above numerated, including 


materials for new construction and ma- 
jor repairs. Minor articles such as nails, 
small hardware, fuel, ete., and minor re-

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The Corps of Engineers 


by MAJ.°GEN. E. M. MARKHAM

HE primary objective of the Corps 

of Engineers is to meet the military 
engineering requirements of the Army. 
These military duties include engineer- 
ing construction and 
the repair and main- 
tenance of all strue- 
tures except  tele- 
phone and telegraph 
systems, in the the- 
ater of operations; 
military mining and 





demolitions; the op- 

eration and main- 

tenance of roads, 

Maj. Gen, Edward M. railways, electrie 
Markham, USA supply and water 
power systems and 


general utilities; the production and dis- 
tribution of maps; the procurement, stor- 
age and issue of engineering materiel; 
and the advanced work of the combat en- 
gineer troops, closely affiliated with the 
Infantry. The military activities of the 
Corps are complemented by the civil 
works assigned to its jurisdiction. These 
works include the maintenance, iImprove- 
ment, and preservation of river and har- 
bor and flood control works; the investi- 
gation, planning and preparation of re- 
ports to Congress on stream improve- 
ments; the enforcement of the laws and 
regulations pertaining to the use of navi- 
gable waterways; and the completion of 
a comprehensive survey to determine the 
best plan for utilizing the water re- 
sources of some two hundred streams 
throughout the United States. In addi- 
tion, individual officers of the Corps are 
assigned to duty with the Panama Canal, 
and with the District of Columbia, and 
from time to time on other detached 
duty. The civil works activities include 
practically all phases of engineering, and 
provide an opportunity for the officers of 
the Corps to obtain broad experience in 
handling major engineering construction 
problems commensurate with the respon- 
sibilities of war time. 


The duties of the Corps of Engineers 
in France, in addition to the work of 
the combat engineer troops, were divided 
in general into three well defined groups 
—general construction, general military 
work, and supply and mapping. The gen- 
eral construction work, although modi- 
fied to meet the needs of the emergency, 
paralleled the established civil engineer- 
ing practices in corresponding fields. The 
military work was closely connected with 
the operations of the combat forces in 
the forward areas of the combat zone, 
and was largely military in character. 
The engineering work of the combat en- 
gineer troops was chiefly of improvised 
types to aid in securing the rapid ad- 
vance of the Infantry. Supply and map- 
ping activities were carried on in all 
areas of the theater of operations, and-in 
the zone of the interior. In general, 
these activities followed the normal 
peace time procedure with the exception 
that the work has expedited to meet the 
emergency requirements. 


The peace time activities of the Corps 
of Engineers are planned to train offi- 
cers and men and to develop equipment 
to meet future war demands. Extensive 
experimental and development work is 
under way at all times to improve the 
equipment of the Corps and the engineer- 
ing equipment of other arms. Varied war 
duties require several different types of 
troop units, including general units for 
military and construction work, and spe- 
cial units for technical work such as 
water supply, mapping, railway opera- 
tion and maintenance, camouflage super- 
vision, and the construction of heavy 
ponton bridges. The limited strength 
available in peace time makes it possible 
to maintain only the most important of 
these units. Special technical units will 
have to be built up in time of emer- 
gency and offered as far as possible by 
reserve officers whose peace time activ- 
ities are of a type similar to that re- 
quired in the special units. A large re- 
Serve of engineers must be maintained 
to officer these units and to augment the 
regular officer personnel required for 
This reserve is com- 


the general units. 





posed in large part of engineering grad- 
uates normally engaged in civilian con- 
struction work, and trained for their 
military work through the usual means 
available for the training of reserve offi- 
cers. 


The regular officers of the Corps are 
trained by periods of duty with troops 
on foreign service, and at stations in the 
Continental United States. These officers 
are required to attend a course for com- 
pany officers at The Engineer School, 
Fort Belvoir, Va., and civil engineering 
courses at leading civilian engineering 
institutions. Training of troop units in 
peace time is of a general nature and 
includes many of the duties for which 
special technical units would be formed 
in time of war. Details of river and har- 
bor work give the young officer oppor- 
tunity to become familiar through actual 
experience with large scale construction 
operations, 


Surveying and mapping work carried 
on at the present time has a two-fold 
purpose: — the production of maps 
needed for technical purposes, and the 
development and test of modern mapping 
methods. The field work is closely co- 
ordinated with that of other Government 
mapping agencies to prevent duplication 
of method and to secure the full pos- 


sibilities for the development of new 
equipment. 
The Engineer Board at Fort Bel- 


voir, Va., has the responsibility for im- 
proving and developing engineering 
equipment and materiel. The engineer- 
ing requirements for the operations of a 
modern Army include thousands of items 
to be furnished in large quantities such 
as engineer tools, instruments, construc- 
tion materiels and troop equipment. Par 
ticular effort is now being given by the 
Engineer Board to the improvement of 
existing equipment, to the development 
of new equipment, and to the thorough 
testing of all articles of engineering 
issue to insure their entire suitability for 
their respective purpose. Important de- 
velopment work undertaken in recent 
years has included the heavy ponton 
bridge, improved portable foot bridges, 
improved portable water supply units, 
improved search lights, and simplifica- 
tion of company equipment. To carry out 
this work the Board is provided with 
modern, well equipped shops, and with 
a number of carefully trained techni- 
cians. The close proximity of the Board 
to the Engineer School and the Thir- 
teenth Engineers, all stationed at Fort 
Belvoir, Va., provides an excellent op- 
portuntiy for close cooperation with an 
active troop unit in conducting field tests 
and with the latest teachings of the En- 
gineer School. The Board also maintains 
close contact with the Coast Artillery, 
the Infantry, and the Ordnance. It has 
recently been working closely with the 
Infantry in the use of the ponton bridge 
for night stream crossings. 


Procurement and distribution of sup- 
plies is controlled by the Supply Section 
of the Office of the Chief of Engineers. 
l’rocurement planning for war require- 
ments is handled through seven procure- 
ment offices, located in the industrial cen- 
ters of the United States. 

The civil duties of the Corps of En- 
gineers have been greatly extended dur- 
ing the past three years by funds pro- 
vided from the Emergency Appropria- 
tions. The river and harbor work of 
the Corps is carried on through nine Di- 
vision Offices and forty-three District 
Offices. It consists of preliminary ex- 
aminations and-surveys of proposed im- 
provements authorized by Congress, the 
design and preparation of detailed plans 
for authorized improvements, the main- 
tenance and operation of some 450 ac- 
tive river and harbor projects, the en- 
forcement of the laws and regulations 
for the use of navigable waterways, and 
other special engineering assignments 
arising from time to time. 

The allotments from the Emergency 
Appropriations to the Corps of Engi- 
neers have totalled almost $500,000,000, 
The work under these allotments has 
been placed under way with remarkable 
speed to provide employment at the 
earliest possible date, and otherwise to 
comply with the objectives of the appro- 








priation acts. This has been accomplished 
without sacrifice of soundness of engi- 
neering design, or of the quality and 
economy of construction. Typical of the 
major projects are: the construction of 
the combined navigation and power 
project at Bonneville, on the Columbia 
River; the construction of the Ft. Peck 
Dam, the largest dam ever constructed ; 
the ecanalization of the Upper Mississippi 
River; the stabilization of the Missouri 
River; the enlargement of the Cape Cod 
Canal, to include the construction of 
two noteworthy highway bridges and 
one railway bridge. Many smaller or 
less prominent projects are nevertheless 
of great importance from the standpoint 
of engineering and that of economic 
value to the future development of the 
country. 

The Department has prepared 
many special reports and has conducted 
many investigations for the various 
Emergency agencies. It is supervising a 
project involving the construction of 
three large earth dams on the Winooski 
River, in Vermont, with Civilian Con- 
servation Corps personnel. It has loaned 
its officers to the Administration of Pub- 
lie Works, the Civil Works Administra- 
tion, the National Recovery Administra-

tion and the National Emergency 
Council. The Corps of Engineers has 
practically throughout its existence, 


been one of the major construction agen- 
cies of the Federal Government and its 
activities have constantly increased with 
the expanded activities of the Federal 
Government. 





The Signal Corps in Relation To 
The Communications Industry

N order that the Communications In- 


dustry of the nation may be able to 
meet the needs of the Army in an emer- 


gency it is essential 
that the closest rela- 
tions be maintained 
with the appropriate 


agencies of this activ- 
ity in time of peace. 
One of the important 
missions of the Signal 
Corps is to maintain 





the liaison and con- 

tact required for this 

purpose. The succesS Maj. Gen. J. B. 
of its past efforts Allison, USA 
in this connection 

was well illustrated during the World 
War when the Communications In- 
dustry provided a large part of the 
personnel needed in the expansion of 
the Signal Corps from a strength of 


55 officers and 1,570 enlisted men at the 
beginning of the War to 2,712 officers 
and 53,277 enlisted men on the date of 
the Armistice. Some of the best radio, 
telephone, and telegraph engineers in 
the country, among whom was the late 
General J. J. Carty, Chief Engineer and 
Vice President of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, accepted 
commissions in the Signal Corps. 

The extensive and efficient telephone 
and telegraph system for the American 
Expeditionary Forces, a great part of 
which was entirely new construction, 
connecting Paris-Chaumont-Tours-Saint 
Nazaire-Brest-Marseilles and Nice, was 
made possible through the ability of the 


Signal Corps to draw from the Com- 
munications Industry the personnel, 


equipment, and supplies needed for the 
installation, operation, and maintenance 
of that system. The handling of some 
nineteen million local telephone calls, 
one million long-distance calls, and five 
and one-half million telegraph messages, 
was illustrative of.the effectiveness of 
the systeia. 

The very satisfactory relations that 
were established during the War have 
been perpetuated and further developed 
since the War.

The Postmaster General submitted 


with his report a survey of world ton- 
nage, as of June 30, 1934, which shows 
that “we are woefully lacking in new, 
modern vessels, especially cargo vessels.” 
In discussing cargo vessels of 2000 gross 
tons or over, built within the last 10 
years the report states “We rank lower 
than any other country having shipping 
except Spain. We have 9 vessels in that 
class, with a tonnage of 53,000 tons; 
Great Britain has 735 such vessels with 
a tonnage of 3,648,000 tons, or 80 times 
as many such vessels; Japan has 74 with 
a tonnage of 382,000 tons: and even 
Norway has 130 such vessels that have 
been constructed within the past 10 
years.” Continuing the Postmaster Gen- 
eral states, “We find ourselves with less 
than 2 per cent of the world tonnage of 
new and modern cargo ships and scant 
provision made for the replacement of 


our fleet, which has about outlived its 
usefulness.” 
These statements should make this 


country pause and consider; they indi- 
cate the necessity of national action in 
behalf of our Merchant Marine. 

I repeat, from a naval point of view, 
the Merchant Marine is a back log of 
national defense. The shipbuilding in- 
dustry of the United States is essential 
to the country's welfare. 


Pass Merchant nealies Bill 

The House of Representatives passed 
on June 27 the Bland-Copeland bill pro- 
viding for a subsidized merchant marine, 
owned and manned by Americans, ca- 
pable of carrying all domestic and half 
of the foreign water-borne commerce of 
the country and providing for an ade- 
quate naval auxiliary for war time. The 
bill will be greatly changed by the Sen- 
ate, and in its present form is not ac- 
ceptable to the President.

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The Civilian Conservation Corps 
BY ROBERT FECHNER 
Director, Emergency Conservation Works 

ROM every section of the country, 

young men, war veterans and local 
experienced men are pouring into the 
OCC camps at the rate of more than 30,- 
000 men per week. 
By the week of July 
4, the enrolled 
strength of the CCO 
camps will reach a 
new peak of 400,000 
men. By the close 
of August the num- 
ber of CCC men 
working out of forest, 
par kand soil erosion 
camps will exceed 
the half million 
mark. Within the 
next few months it is anticipated that 
the number of OCC camps will be in- 
creased to approximately 2,900 and the 
number of men to a total approaching 
600,000, 

This widespread enrollment activity is 
a direct result of the adoption by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of a new nation-wide pro- 
gram providing for increasing all phases 
of Civilian Conservation Corps work 
through the use of funds provided from 
the Emergency Relief appropriation act 
of 1935. Under tthe expansion program 
the annual work output of the forest 
camps will be substantially enlarged, The 
number of families aided through hav- 
ing sons in the OCC will be virtually 
doubled and the number of young men 
aided physically, spiritually and men- 
tally will be tremendously increased. 
Likewise the work of the various depart- 
ments and organizations cooperating in 
handling forest camp activities has been 
greatly expanded. 

Welfare and relief officials in every 
township of the nation are at work se- 
lecting young men for the CCC camps 
and sending them to the War Depart- 
ment for enrollment. Regional officers of 
the Veterans’ Administration are check- 
ing over thousands of applications sub- 
mitted by War Veterans and choosing 
the ones which are to be given an op- 
portunity to join the CCC, War Depart- 
ment officials at Washington, the corps 
area commanding officers in each of the 
nine corps areas in the continental 
United States and Army officials in vir- 
tually every section of the country are 
engaged in the task of enrolling men, 
outfitting them with suitable clothing, 
conditioning them, moving them to work 
camps, constructing necessary camp 
buildings and supplying food, supplies 
and equipment for operating the approx- 
imately 2,900 Civilian Conservation Corps 
camps scheduled to be in operation this 
fall. The task of selecting the sites for 
new camps, laying out work programs, 
employing supervisory personnel to see 
that all field work is done correctly and 
purchasing the necessary work tools and 
supplies is being carried forward as rap- 
idly as possible by the Department of 
the Interior and the Department of Ag- 
riculture, the two departments responsi- 
ble for supervising the bulk of the work 
done in forests, parks and eroded lands. 

Expansion Program 

The program of expansion now under 
way is the most pretentious that has 
been undertaken since the Corps was 
mobilized and put to work in the spring 
and early summer of 1933. At that time, 
the task of this office and the cooperat- 
ing units was that of building up a new 
organization, establishing 1,468 new 
camps and enrolling 300,000 men. In 
some ways the task before us today is 
greater than the one which confronted 
COC officials in 1933. Under the expan- 
sion program on which we are working 
it will be necessary to enroll approxi- 
mately 330,000 men, outfit them and 
move them into the forests during the 
next few weeks. A total of close to 1,300 
hew camps will be needed to house the 
new additions to the corps. Supplies in 
tremendous quantities must be trans- 
ported, mostly by rail, from the places 
where the enroll to camps in the forests. 
Care must be taken that all men are put 
to work promptly and kept at work on 
useful projects. 

When our program is complete we will

have more than half a million enrolled 
men working out of close to 2,000 camps. 
Civilian Conservation Corps camps will 
be located in every state of the Union 
and the District of Columbia. The men 
will be working on 150 different kinds of 
projects. Broadly speaking approxi- 
mately 300,000 men will be engaged on 
forest protection and improvement work ; 
120,000 on soil erosion prevention activ- 
ities; another 140,000 will be improving 
and developing our national and state 
parks and approximately 40,000 will be 
working on military reservations, on 
grazing anc reclamation projects, on 
wild life conservation projects and on 
mosquito control work. With the assis- 
tance of the new men added by the ex- 
pansion program, conservation work 
throughout the country will be substan- 
tially speeded up and the nation, I be- 
lieve, will be firmly established on a 
sound conservation policy which should 
prove of the greatest value to the coun- 
try in the years to come. The present 
value of the work done to January 1, 
1935 amounts to more than $335,000,000. 

Although our work will be substan- 
tially increased by the expansion pro- 
gram, the administration of the program 
will continue as in the past. The Labor 
Department, through its state directors 
ef selection, will choose the young men 
for CCC work; the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration will select the war veterans, and 
sixteen experienced men will be selected 
as enrolled men for each camp by the 
technical services which supervise the 
work projects. 

Wer Denartment Responsibilities 

The enrollment of men, the service of 
supply for the camps, the administration 
of the camps and the transportation of 
enrollees remains the responsibility of 
the War Department. The War Depart- 
ment will purchase hundreds of millions 
of dollars’ worth of clothing, shoes, food, 
automotive equipment, camp equipment, 
lumber and building materials and other 
articles needed for camp administration 
before the end of the next fiscal year. 
To carry out its camp administrative 
task, the War Department has called to 
active duty thousands of reserve officers. 
When the camps are at maximum 
strength approximately 9,000 reserve offi- 
cers will be on active duty aiding the 
Regular Army carry out its COCO mission. 
The office of thé Chief of Finance dis- 
burses all CCC funds and forwards all 
OCO allotment checks to ‘the dependents 
of enrolled men. By fall the finance of- 
fice will be sending out 600,000 checks 
monthly to families of CCO men. It will 
have the job of paying all CCC per- 
sonnel employed by the War Department. 
I am told that millions of dollars are 
being saved annually through use of the 
existing facilities of the Office of the 
Chief of Finance iystead of setting up a 
separate COC disbursement organization. 

The Office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, operating through the Quarter- 
master General’s Office, has charge of 
the procurement of all supplies except 
the tools and machinery purchased by 
the technical agencies for use on work 








projects. This includes all items of cloth- 
ing, such as suits, coats, raincoats, shoes, 
hats, overalls, ete., for the men; lumber, 
hardware and other construction ma- 
terial for ‘the camps; all equipage needed 
in the operation of the camps, automo- 
tive equipment and many other types of 
material. As heretofore, purchases will 
be made for the most part through corps 
area depots and local purchasing agen- 
cies. Utilization of these purchasing 
units makes possible a high degree of 
flexibility, uniformity and economy, and 
in the past history of the COCO purchases 
have been made and distribution com- 
pleted with a minimum of delay. Invi- 
tations for bids on all types of supplies 
are sent out and an opportunity given 
for dealers throughout the country to 
participate in the purchase program of 
the CCC, 
Purchase of Foods 

Purchases of perishable food supplies 
and often such items as coal, gasoline, 
oil, ete., are usually made by the individ- 
ual camp. The Civilian Conservation 
Corps has helped hundreds of small com- 
munities through local purchases of such 
materials and supplies. Each camp 
brings between $3,500 and $5,000 a 
month directly into ‘the community. 

The procurement of subsistence sup- 
plies in the Civilian Conservation Corps 
is based upon the ration prescribed for 
the Regular Army. Since this has been 
carefully worked out to provide a maxi- 
mum of nutritive value for a minimum 
of expenditure and includes generous 
quantities of milk, eggs, fresh meat, 
vegetables and other body-building foods 
in proper balance, the health of the CCC 
enrollees has shown marked improve- 
ment under the CCC diet. 

With the increase of the Corps, the 
quantities of food utilized by the Corps 
will naturally show a corresponding in- 
crease. 

The subsisting of the 600,000 men of 
the Corps over a thirty-day period will 
require millions of pounds of bacon, beef, 
and potatoes. Other food supplies will be 
purchased of the same scale. 

The clothing and equipage of the en- 
rollees provides another huge problem. 
Clothing purchases amounting to ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 were initiated 
two or three months ago in order to 
have equipment on hand for distribution 
to the new enrollees when they enter the 
‘amps. Not only does each enrollee re- 
ceive a supply of clothing upon entering 
the camp, but older members of the 
Corps are given equipment as needed to 
replace worn-out clothing. Outfitting the 
330,000 new enrollees alone will require 
such quantities of equipment as 990,000 
pairs of trousers, including work trous- 
ers, 660,000 shirts, 990,000 sets of under- 
clothing, 660,000 pairs of shoes, 330,000 
hats 1,980,000 pairs of socks. Clothing 
replacements will bring these to a much 
larger figure. 

Ruving Automotive Equipment 

In addition, large quantities of trucks, 
passengers, ambulances, and a wide va- 
riety of other equipment essential to the 
operation of the camps are being pur- 
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chased by the War Department. Ot 
purchases of trucks, cars, tractors, trajj 
builders, bulldozers and additiona} tools 
and machinery required in the work Pro 
gram are being made by the Forest Ser. 
vice, the National Park Service and 
other technical agencies. Purchases og 
heavy machinery approved to date jp. 
clude 4,565 ‘trucks, 100 passenger cars 
sixty air compressors, 200 rock drilic 
180 tractors, fifty trail-builders, twenty 
bulldozers, 100 concrete mixers, thirty 
rock crushers, 100 graders, twenty gas 
shovels, ten draglines and thirty trug 
shovels. 

The nation-wide building program 
which is going forward under the super. 
vision of the War Department calls for 
the expenditure of millions of dollars 
for lumber and other construction mg. 
terials. It will also furnish employmey 
for several thousand skilled and yp. 
skilled mechanics for the actual constrye. 
tion work. The composition of each camp 
includes approximately eight barracks, 
a kitchen and mess hall, a_ recreation 
hall and service buildings.
